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BROKEN OUT AFRESH. 

The MacLeod Gazetie stands in im-~ 
mineat danger of becoming interesi- 
ing, if it keeps up the gait: whichj it 
struck, in its issue of December 6ih. 
The Bulletin deeply regrets that the 
Gazette articles in fuli are crowded out 
of its columns by more important mat- 
ter. But a reference to oue of the 


several gems may not be out of place. 
Under a, first page scare head “Staril- 
ing Disclosure,” “Politics in Alberta 
about as low as they can geit—Degrad- 
ing interference with the judiciary,” 
The Gazette solemnly announces that 
Frank Oliver, M. P., for Alberts, asked 
the MacLeod liberal committee to re- 
commend A. L. Sifton, M. L. A., Terri- 
torial commissioner of public works, 
for the position of chief justice of the 
Territories; and then thunderously 
demands ‘““Who is A. L. Sifton?’ It 
also} wants to know who and what 


Frank Oliver is, and again demands, 
and repeats the demand, as to the iden- 
tity of Mr. Siiiomn. As the Gazette 
seems to be so much ip the darki re- 
garding Mr. Sifton it may be well io 
mentioa *hat he ‘s the colleague in the 
Northwest government of Premier 
Haultain, who sits for MacLeod dis- 
trict. For furiher information the 
Gazette might very well apply to its 
local representative. As to Mr. Sif- 
ton’s fituess ior a place on the North- 
west Lench, the Bulletin humbly sub- 
mits that the fact of his being a lib- 
eral in Domicion politics and a brother 
of the minister of interior does not dis- 
qualify him for the position as the 
Gazette seems to hold. The Gazette 
probably: has lost sight of the fact 
that since 1896 liberals in the Terri- 
tories have been permitted at least to 
claim equal consideration in public 
matters wiih the friends of the Gaz- 
ette. They have not since then been 
debtarred from expressing their views 
on public questions by petiiiqgn pr 
otherwise, or held guilty of an offence 
aginst’ the public interest or goal 
morals for so doing. From the tone 
of the Gazetie it might very 
fairly be inferred that the writer had 
gone to sleep in 1894 and just wakened 
up in time to write the scare article. 
Te world has moved, dear friend, since 
the Bulletin and the Gazette were 
young, and sppporters of liberalism are 
no longer disqualified for positions of 
trust and responsibility. As a mem- 
ber of the legal profession in the Terri- 
tories Mr. Sifton bas never asked odds 
of any one. It is not on record that he 
ever needed to. The position which he 
holds in the local government of ihe 
Territories is not inferior in trust and 
responsibility to that of a judge oi! 
the supreme court of the Territories. 
The position now held by Mr. Sifton or 
his reputation in law,—to put it mildly 
—does not suffer by comparison with 
tha. of any of the present occupants 
of the bench of the supreme couri, of 
the Northwest Territories, before their 
elevation. The Bulletin bas only one 
regret in the matter and that ig that 
Mr. Sifton did not accept the position 
when offered to him. But the Bulletin 
believes that he is doing and can do 
even more useful work, and as honor- 
able, for (he Territories in his present

HORSES FOR AFRIC.A 

The Mail-Empjre of recent date 
publishes the follewing Ottawa des- 
patch; 

“Mr. Walter Harland Smith, ihe well 
known Toronto horseman, ‘bas return- 
ed to the city from Ottawa, where he 
secured from the government the con- 
tract tc fpurchase the mounts for the 
Oanadian’ Yeomanry. 

“To the Mail and Empire last night 
Mr. Smith said that the buying of 
horses will commence immediately. As 
a result of the experience of Col. Dent, 
who bas bsen purchasing remounts for 
the British army in Canada for more 
than a year, only Ontario bred animals 
will be accepted by Mr. Smith. He 
confirmed the statement that of the 
horses that have already been shipped 
to South Africa, 25 per cent of the 
western animals were lost, while only 
4 per cent. of the Onitario horses failed 
to make *he journey.” 

The assertion that Ontario horses 
stand the voyage better than western 
horses is ng doubt based on the ex- 
perience with the horses of ihe Strath- 
conas, of which there were large losses 
on, the voyage out. But the Strath- 
cona horses were scrubs to start with, 
many of them were bought direcily 
off the ange, and disease broke out 
amongst them on board ship. On ide 
other hand the horses of the C. ‘M, R. 
stood the vorage out remarkably well 
and the percentage of loss on board 
ship! was very light. No horses in 
South Africa, were more serviceable or 
stood the campaign as well, as the 
count at the end of the year showed. 
Certainly the Ontario horses 
with which the Royal Canadian 


Dragoons, ihe companio:  dat- 
talion to the O. M. R. were 
mounted, did not compare with 
the western horses in endurance. 


If the cnly question to be consider- 
ed were the ability to stand the ocean 
voyage no dowt Ontario horses would 
be quite as good as the best western 
horses. But that is not the main ques- 
tion. The horse that is wanted is the 
one that will render good service while 
enduring!’ the hardship and exposure 
of, 2 campaign, To say that the 
stable reared cat fed horses of On- 
tario are or can ‘be in the same class 
for this purpose with the prairie rear- 
ed horse is nonsense on its face.

Ottawa, Dec. 2.—An additional or- 
der for 15,000 tons of Canadian hay,‘to 
be shipped to South Africa during the 
month of February, was received by 
the department of agriculture to-day. 

This will make 169,500 tons of hay 
sent from Canada to South Africa 
since the outbreak of the war. Un- 
questionably, looking at the matter 
from a merely sordid point of view, 
the war has been a benefit to Canada, 
as the value of hay, oats, jams, meats, 
flour, etc., sent from the Deminion, 
and the transportation charges, foot 
up to $7,000,000. Add to this nearly

THE SHOOTING AT ISLAND LAKE. 

Dr. Braithwaite, Sgt. Aston and 
three constables returned en Tuesday 
night from Lake St. Ann where Dr. 
Braithwaite, as coroner, held an in- 
quest on the oody of the lad Shuswap, 
who lost his ‘life by the discharge‘of & 
gua while in the house of Pierre Gray 
at\ Island lake. The body had been 
brought from island lake and buried 
in the Reman Catholic cemetery at 
Lake St. Ann. It was taken up and 
examined when it was found that half 
the head had) been carried awny by' a 
gua shot. The boy was about six 
years of age. Sgt. Astom went on ito 
Island lake, about twenty-five miles 
bevond Lake St. Ann, and examineds 
the scene of the shooting. From what 
he saw and heard there and from’ ‘the 
evidence at the inquest it appeared 
that} a large party of Jasper House 
half-breeds were stopping at Pierre 
Gray’s house on the way to their homes 
inj the mountains. Of the party were 
the dead boy and another half-breed 
named Pierre Daignault. While all 
were in the house someone reported 
seeing chickens nearby. Duaignault 
took a, double barrelled breech loading 
shot! gun and placing one foot om the 
damper of the stove opened the breech 
across his knee, as the mechanism 
worked) stiffly, intending to load it. 
Finding it loaded he closed the breech 
and in doing so the cartridge exploded 
withi the result stated. Mr. Guna, 
manager of the Hudson’s Bay post at 
Lake St. Ann, was foreman of 
coroner’s jury, who returned a verdict 
of accidental shooting.

Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 1.—The month- 
ly returns of the C. P. R., land depart- 
ment for November, 1901, show a re- 
cord in farm sales. In November, 1900, 
22,408.68 Yacres were disposed of, as 
against 151,922.89 for the same period 
this year. In November, 1900, the 
amount eollected was $69,627.27 again- 
st $512,862.94 foc the same period this 
year. This shows an increase of 129,-

by $443,235.67. 

Over November, 1899, the increase in 
the sales for the same period this year 
amounts to 109,289.33 acres; the differ- 
ence in the amount realized being an 
increase of $372,371.55.

MEASELS AT ISLAND LAKE. 

Dr. Whitelaw returned last night 
from a visit of medical imspection io 
Lake St. Aune and Island lake in con- 
nection with the eutbreak of disease 
there. He pronounces the malady 
measles, of a not especially severe form 
but aggiavated by the conditions, so 
that pneumonia and bronchitis are in- 
duced with serious results. The Jasper 
House people are camped at Island lake 
mostly in tents. It is difficult for 
them, to keep up a safe and proper 
temperature even if they krew how 
absolutely necessary it was. Seven 
deaths from the disease nave already 
occurred, and two deaths frem other 
causes. It is possible that several 
more deaths may take place, At Lake 
St. Anne the disease is also prevalent, 
but as the people are more comfort- 
ably situated it has not beem fatal 
there, Dr. Whitelaw left Edmonton on 
Monday afternoon and got ‘back 
Thursday night.
